WASHINGTON.—President Tnim an has re- 
t'eivcd some blunt ad\ice from the former first 
lady, Eleanor Roosevelt, suggesting that he fire 
Defcn.se Secretary Louis Johnson. 
IVTrs. Roosevelt expressed her view.s last week 
in a confidential letter to the President, follow­ 
ing his categorical statement that he would 
keep Johnson and Secretary of State Achcson 
in his cabinet as long as he remains in the 
White House. 
Writing as a private citizen, the former first 
lady suggested that Trum an might have quali­ 
fied this by saying he would keep Johnson and 
Acheson “as long as they do a good job.’* She 
pointed out that every President occasionally 
finds it necessary to make changes in his cabi­ 
net and it isn’t a good’ idea 
“freeze” a man in 
an important position. 
Injecting a more personal note, Mr.s. Roose­ 
velt wrote that it was apparent to her from 
tremendous volume of anti-Jchnson mail 
she was receiving that the public had lost con­ 
fidence in the secretary of defense. In view of 
this sentiment and in the interest of national 
defense, 
she 
suggested 
firmly 
that 
Johnson 
should be replaced. 
I.OM* on Sugar 
This w on’t be pleasant news to the G.I.’s in 
Korea, but the home folks* sweet-tooth appears 
to be stronger than their patriotism. In spite of 
the appeals against hoarding, the nation’s sugar 
stocks are critically low.

commodity 
boss, Ralph Trigg, candidly admitted this the 
other day, testifying behind closed doors of the 
Senate Banking committee. 
“Regardless of how you cut the cloth, there 
is no sugar available,” Trigg reported flatly, 
“Nothing has changed except that the sugar 
is in the pantries of the folks throughout the 
nation,” suggested Indian’s GOP Senator Homer 
Capehart. “The consumption has not increased. 
It Is hoarding that has done this.” 
“That is true,” agreed Trigg. “You will not 
increase the consumption per person a great 
deal . . . but there is no sugar available for a 
great m any people who are unable to get it at 
the retail stores.” 
NOTE-—In the hope that public opinion may 
still shame the hoarders and profiteers, we have 
been urging patriotic Americans to organize 
“home 
front” 
committees 
and

campaign 
through the local press, radio and ci\ ic groups 
against w ar greed. 


Rough Going-Over 
Jack Redding got a thorough going-over be­ 
hind closed doors before the Senate confirmed 
his appointment as assistant postmaster general. 
At one point. Sen. Bill Danger, North Dakota 
Republican, noted that Redding claimed to be 
a “wTiter of fiction.” 
“Yes, he was director of publicity for the 
Democratic national committee,” dryly rem ark­ 
ed Sen. Zales Ecton, IMontana Republican. 
Economy Cut 
President Truman won’t take the proposed 10 
per cent, across-the-board slash in go\ernm ent 
spending with his bat on his shoulder. 
At a recent meeting with 
federal 
agency 
chiefs, Truman strongly indicated that he might 
send a special message to Congress if the two 
Houses don't reconsider the 10 per cent reduc­ 
tion. 
“This so-called ‘economy* cut is one way to 
destroy government agencies without outright 
abolition,” declared the President. “You can 
cripple an agency so badly by chopping off its 
personnel that it cannot do the job. This is a 
grave situation.’*^ 
“It’s all the graver in wartime.” broke in 
Federal Communications Chairman Wayne Coy. 
He explained that his agency was engaged in 
top-secret projects, vital to the war effort. 
“We cannot do the job right if we are de­ 
prived of key personnel,’* he added. 
“The same applies to my agency,’’ broke m 
Thomas 
Buchanan, 
acting 
chairman 
of 
the 
Federal Power Commission. “The FPC must 
see to it that our w ar plants have enough gas 
and electric power to keep them going. We must 
establish a balance between consumer and w ar 
use of fuels and power.” 
Buchanan pointed out that government de­ 
partments, like agriculture and interior, might 
be able to withstand the 10 per cent cut by 
spending less on “construction contracts,” such 
as road-building and reclamation projects. But 
regulatory agencies, like FPC, would be dan­ 
gerously crippled, he said. 
“I would like to get a memo from all agencies 
that will be crippled by the 10 per cent reduc­ 
tion,” Trum an finally decided. ‘'We've got to do 
something about it—right away.”

Why not freeze some ears of 
corn 
now

m eals nex t winter? Corn frozen 
w h ole g rain or cut cream style is 
J lso good. 
It is important to freeze corn 
im m ediately after vou pick it, ac­ 
cording to Lillian Watkins Home 
Ag ent. This sav^es the sw eet nat­ 
ural 
flavor. 
Blanching 
the corn 
the rig ht am ount of time is an­ 
other thing that affects the flavor 
of frozen corn. 
It is important to take care in 
tim ing the blanching of the cw n . 
If you don’t blanch it enoug h it 
will have a musty, cornmeal. or 
cobby flavor. But if you blanch it 
too long you will lose a lot of the 
flavor. 
If you ’re freezing corn on -th e- 
cob, blanch it eig ht to ten m in­ 
utes in boiling water, depending 
on 
the size of the ear. Blanch 
corn cut off the cob for four m in­ 
utes. That should be long enoug h 
to heat thi’oug h the kernel. 
Blanch only a small am ount of 
corn at a time for you can handle 
this faster. Rig ht after blanching 
cool the cars in iced water until 
the rob IS cold. Blanch the corn 
on the cob even if yo u ’re freez­ 
ing it cream style. Cut kernels off 
the cob after it is cool. Pack the 
corn 
dry 
in 
moisture 
resistant 
packag es. 
You can keep wTiolc-grain corn 
long er than cream style. Corn on 
the cob should be kept the short­ 
est time of all.
